Sclent Kt Suggests A Typleal 
American City Would Do 

Dr. David Inglis, an atomic bomb 
scientist, has called for a bomb test 
on a typical American city to snap 
the public out of its "lethargy of 
thought". 

If this is impossible,* he said, a 
complete city of concrete and” steel, 
including bridges and skyscrapers, 
should be built in the desert for the 
experiment. 

Inglis said he believed this would 
bring home to the people the terrible 
destructive power with which we are 
dealing. Afterward, he said, the city 
could be preserved as a sort of monu¬ 
ment. 

He recently returned as associate 
professor of physics at Johns Hop¬ 
kins University after working on the 
Manhattan bomb project for three 
years. He said the atom bomb tests 
on ships wculd bo of little value. 

Naval vessels are built of steel 
with stresses and strains carefully 
studied, he explained. They are built 
to withstand storms and high ex¬ 
plosive attack. They float in water, 
providing a cushion against attack. 

"We certainly have ns many obso¬ 
lete cities us we have obsolete ships 
if it is an atem war we’re think¬ 
ing about,” he said. 

Inglis said he was "shocked” that 
the public seemed to believe that 
Horoshima and Nagasaki were only 
cities built of wood and paper. Actu¬ 
ally even New York city is not safe, 
he said.

Britain's Food Position 

Large ({iiuntitioH Were Shipped To 

The Liberated Countries 

Britain’s own food position during 
the war has been far from easy. Be¬ 
fore the war she had to import about 
two-thirds >of her food in terms of 
calories and depredations of war 
were only partially made good by the 
area under plough being increased by 
one-half. As the war went on, a 
safety margin of stocks essential for 
the maintenance of rations had to 
be accumulated, although at great 
cost to the merchant navy in men 
and ships. It was naturally expected 
that these stocks would be partially 
released at the end of the European 
War, to allow for improvement of 
domestic rations. Instead, large 
quantities of accumulated foodstuffs 
were shipped to the liberated terri¬ 
tories and the British civilian—far 
from getting more to eat as he had 
hoped —in fact accepted a reduction 
in rations. These rations have now 
reached a level where a further re¬ 
duction is impossible without serious 
prejudice to health and to the pro¬ 
duction of capital and consumption 
goods, of which Europe stands in such 
dire need.

Manitoba Huh 14) (incited A Major 
Project For Veterans 

The Manitoba government has 
launched a major land settlement 
project for veterans In Manitoba In¬ 
tended to open up 40,000 acres of 
new land for farming in the Birch 
River territory within three years, 
it was announced by Provincial Mines 
and Natural Resources Minister J. S. 
McDinrmid. 

The initial expenditure in 1940 will 
lx? $100,000, he said, adding that the 
development ’’will be one ef the most 
far-sighted land settlement schemes 
ever undertaken In Manitoba.” 

Survey parties are now in the field 
at Birch River, about 235 miles 
northwest of Winnipeg, and present 
plans call for 10.000 acres to be ready 
for soldier settlers this year. The 
project will supply about 200 new 
quarter and half section farms.

Another Oil Well Is IMillcd In The 
IJoydminster Area 

Another successful oil well the 
first of 1946 has been drilled in the 
Lloydminater. Snsk., area. Natural 
Resources Minister J. L. Phelps re¬ 
vealed recently. Oil was struck at a 
depth of 1,863 feet. 

The well is the eighth in the area 
owned by Community Services, Ltd. 
Mr. Phelps said the company plans 
to drill nine more wells in all there 
during 1946. At present, this com¬ 
pany has three oil wells in produc¬ 
tion at Lloydminster, while its two 
gas wells have been capped to await 
the installation of a pipeline for oper¬ 
ation. 

In the Unity gas district, Bata 
Petroleums, Ltd., will begin drilling 
operations of 40 new wells cn April 
1. Last year the company put down 
ten wells in this district. 


ELECTRICAL POWER. which is a key factor in modern industrial 
development, and essential to so many of the services enjoyed by those 
who live in urban centres, has been slow to penetrate to the rural areas. 
Before the war, considerable progress was being made in extending rural 
electrification in Canada, but in recent years shortages of material and 
labour, and the need for conserving the sources of power, curtailed this 
work. It is to be hoped that as soon as conditions permit such a pro¬ 
gram to be resumed, that electrical power will be made available to a 
high percentage of the farms in this country. A recent survey shewed 
that in 1941, 7.3 per cent, of the farms in Manitoba were served with 
electricity. The figures for other Western provinces in the same year were: 
Saskatchewan. 4.7 per cent.; Alberta. 5.4 per cent.; and British Columbia. 
35.8 per cent. For Ontario the percentage was 37; and for Quebec 23.3. 


Q - Has the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board any control over store 
deliveries ? 

A.—At one time there was a Board 
regulation which stated that an order 
must amount to $1 or more, other¬ 
wise it could not be delivered, but 
that regulation is no longer in effect. 
It is entirely up to each individual 
store to make their own arrange¬ 
ments about deliveries. 


The subject of rural electrification is dealt with 
in an interesting manner in a recent article 
published by the Royal Bank of Canada. In 
this article attention is drawn to the fact that 
the higher percentage of rural electrification shown for some provinces 
could be accounted for by the fact that they have smaller farms, situated 
more closely together, and consequently easier to serve. In sparsely settled 
districts, or those cut off from normal service by physical barriers, self- 
contained generating units commonly provide electricity for the farms. A 
recent survey in Alberta showed the average investment in plants oper¬ 
ated by fuel and wind was four hundred dollars, while an average of seven 
hundred dollars was invested in combination type plants. By whatever 
means electrical power may bo obtained it is apparent that it can do 
much to improve working and living conditions on the farm.

New uses for electricity are constantly being dis¬ 
covered, and many of these discoveries are now 
being applied to the needs of agriculture. In Bri¬ 
tain, rural electrification was extended during the 
war, due to the urgent necessity of increasing agricultural output with 
a minimum supply of farm labour. There many means were devised for us¬ 
ing electricity to speed up farm work and drastically reduce the amount 
of manual labour required. The United States Rural Electrification Ad¬ 
ministration has reported that there are more than three hundred uses for 
electricity on farms, adding that a farm may be considered “a miniature 
factory, as well as a residence.” Electricity has Ion? been used to simplify 
work and inert ase efficiency in industry and it is apparent that it can be 
used just as effectively to shorten hou~s of labour and generally improve 
living and working conditions on the farm. The subject of increased rural 
electrification should receive the interest and support of every part of the 
community.

Food Famine 
Now Faces Half 
Of The World 

LONDON.—Warning that l.OOO.-l 
000.000 persons — half the world’s 
population — may "be faced with 
famine” due to a world-wide rice 
shortage of 2,000,000 tens was plnced 
before the United Nations general 
assembly In London hy Foreign Sec¬ 
retary Bevin of Britain. 

Britons, facing added ration re-, 
strictions because of an acute food 
situation, learned that fcod minister 
Sir Ben Smith will survey con sump-; 
tion at public dinners and in hotel 
nnd restaurant meals in an effort to 
make more supplies available for 
household use. 

In Ottawa the Canadian cabinet 
was understood to have discussed 
terms of renewal of long-term Cana¬ 
dian fcod contracts with Britain, 
most of which expire at the end of 
this year. 

Mr. Bevin told the United Nations | 
assembly, considering a resolution 
calling for world-wide wheat and rice 
conservation and distribution, that in 
addition to the rice shortage there 
was a wheat shortage of 5,000,000 
tons. 

‘ The rice position has the appear¬ 
ance of being worse than it was 
originally calculated,” he said. “It 
might mean that within the next few 
months 1,000,000,000 of the world’s 
population might be faced with 
famine.” 

Delegates from the United States 
and China promised support of a 
measure to relieve the situation. 

In Washington the United States 
agriculture department said supplies 
of such foods as sugar, butter, meat, 
canned fish, fnts, rice nnd canned 
fruits will hardly be sufficient to sat¬ 
isfy total domestic demands. 

The London food council unit of ■ 
the combined food board, which rep¬ 
resents the British commonwealth 
and empire exclusive of Canada, will 
meet in London to study the food 
crisis and the available empire sup¬ 
plies of grains. Canada, which sits 
on the food board in Washington, 
may be asked to supply grain for 
South Africa, where crops have been 
cut severely by drouth. 

DIEPPE HERO 

Padre’s Gallantry Awarded By The 
Victoria Cross 

(By Ross Munro) 

LONDON.—Amid the shambles on 

the main beach of Dieppe on Aug. 19, 
194 2. a mysterious padre became a 1 
hero in the eyes of hundreds of Cana- t 
dians who fought around the French 
seaccnst town’s big casino on the 
Esplanade. 

Now that Padre’s gallantry is to 
be recognized with the award of the 
Victoria Cross to Maj. John Fcote. 
chaplain of the Royal Hamilton Light 
Infantry regiment of Hamilton, Ont. , 
The award, announced in Ottawa 
comes as no surprise to many of the 
‘ Riley’s” who were in the costly 
Dieppe raid. 

I recall hearing the first stories; 
about this padre when I was a war 
correspondent with the Canadian . 
army. It was in Newhaven, Sussex, 
after a few hundred of us had strag¬ 
gled back into that south English 
pert from Dieppe on the evening of 
the raid. In a reception camp on the 
hill, little groups of exhausted men 
sat around in torn and blood-stained 
uniforms and several mentioned a 
padre who leaped ashore at the last 
minute to remain on the bench with 
the men who could not get away, j 
They did not know his name. They 
were net even certain of his regiment 
and there was a lot of confusion over 
his fate. 

When I was in Canada after the 
laid nnd had a chance to piece ex¬ 
ploits of the event together, I 
thought the mysterious chaplain was 
Maj. Foote, but I could net be abso¬ 
lutely certain. The secret was locked 
up in German prison camps holding 
Dieppe men. 

However, in the spring of 1913, 
letters from the prison camps indi¬ 
cated that Maj. Fcote, a native of 
Madoc, Ont., was the padre whose 
heroism had gone virtually unnoticed. 

RATION SUPPLIES 

Will lie Supplied In Concentrated 
Form For Muskox Party 

CHURCHILL, Man. Plans for food 
supply from the air have been highly 
developed for Operation Muskox but 
the Canadian army monopack ration 
(Arctic) will go along—just in case,! 

Each member of the trail party ; 
of the operation, a 3,100-mile trek 
through the Arctic, will carry the 
most concentrated, completely bal -1 
uneed ration developed by the Cana¬ 
dian Army. It was prepared by the 
directorate of supplies and catering 
in consultation with the standing 
committee on nutrition for the army 
on winter field service. 

The four-pound puck provides 5,300 
calories and will supply adequate 
vitamins and minerals for 17 days 
should the supply-dropping service be 
interrupted by blizzards or snow¬ 
storms. It has been tested to with-; 
stand 70 degrees below zero.

TRADE WITH BELGIUM 


Warns That It Must Be A Two 
Way Deni 

OTTAWA.—Paul Kronacher, Bel¬ 
gian supply minister, said Belgium 
plans to buy Canadian goods and 
foodstuffs valued at $85,000,000 in 
1946 hut warned Canada would have 
to expand her imports from Belgium 
if this rate of trade was to be main¬ 
tained. 

Mr. Kronacher told a press con- 
ferenec the magnitude of the program 
"becomes very clear when compari¬ 
son is made with average pre-war 
purchases or $9,000,000 to $10,000,- 
000, chiefly for food nnd metals.” 

Canadian imports from Belgium 
before the war were "even less— 
$6,000,000 to $7,000,000 for fabri¬ 
cated steel products, chemicals and 
textiles,” he added. 

The 1946 Belgium buying program 
included $40,000,000 for foodstuffs 
and $45,000,000 for 'industrial pro¬ 
ducts and raw materials and com¬ 
pared with 1945 purchases of $84,- 
000,000 made up of $29,000,000 for 
food and $55,000,000 for industrial 
items. The 1945 tonnage totalled 
more than 625,00 and included wheat, 
locomotives, railway cars, trucks, 
asbestos, horsemeat nnd ferro alloys. 

“There is no doubt that we must 
sell more in the future or we will 
have to reduce our purchases of 
Canadian goods. As you know, one¬ 
way economic currents simply do not 
exist, and only during a transition 
period can wc consider alternative 
ways and means of linancing our 
Canadian dollar deficit,” the minister 
said. 

He said the Belgians were nego¬ 
tiating for the purchase of Canadian- 
built ships but indicated that the 
question of price was holding up any 
definite contract.

During the debate over proposals 
for intervention in Indonesia, Foreign 
Secretary Bevin of Britain declared 
his government had “not only re¬ 
sentment but stubborn opposition to 
anything of the kind.” He said the 
honor of Britain was involved and, 
in effect, demanded that the Indo¬ 
nesian problem be dropped. 

The question originally was brought 
before the council by the Ukraine, 
which, backed by Russia, proposed 
that a five-power commission be 
sent to investigate conditions and to 
“establish peace”. Only Poland and 
Russia voted for the proposal. 

The Ukrainian foreign minister. 
Dmitri Manuilsky, was unable to vote 
as his country is not a member of 
the council. 

An Egyptian proposal demanded 
that British troops in Indonesia be 
used solely to complete the surrender 
of Japanese troops and that the coun¬ 
cil be kept fully informed on direct 
peace negotiations between the Dutch 
and Indonesians was taken up next. 

An attempt by Andrei Vishinsky. 
Soviet foreign commissar, to amend 
this proposal to include the sending 
of a commision was rejected when 
I only Poland. Russia and Egypt voted 
for it. 

The Egyptian proposal itself lost 
when only Poland and Egypt cast 
affirmative ballots. 

The Albanian question brought a 
split among the big powers when 
Britain and the United States asked 
deferment of action and Russia urged 
immediate consideration. 

M. Vishinsky said the Albanian re¬ 
quest for membership “must be ex¬ 
amined now because it is important 
and urgent." 

Mr. Bevin and Edward R. Stet- 
tinius of the United States suggested 
a delay as the application required 
considerable study. 


IRRIGATION PLANS 


WASHINGTON 


The United States 
warned the world that Nazis have j 
built in Argentina a complete copy 
of the economic war machine they 
had in Germany and possess all the 
essentials for reorganizing their 
aggressive power while the Allies 
occupy their homeland. 

The warning was set forth In a 
40,000-word “blue book” on Argen¬ 
tina distributed to the other govern¬ 
ments of North and South America 
as part of the current inter-American 
consultations on the Buenos Aires 
regime. 

Argentina was not included in 
those inter-government talks. 

Based largely on Nazi documents 
captured in a German salt mine, the 
department denounced the successive 
Argentina governments for having 
given “positive aid” to the Axis dur¬ 
ing the war. 

The department said the evidence 
justified conclusions that: 

1. The totalitarian individuals and 
groups controlling the Argentine 
government now aim to set up a 
totalitarian state and that this has 
been “partly accomplished”. 

2. By its “brutal use cf force and 
terrorist methods . . . the military 
regime has made a mockery of its 
pledge to the United Nations” to re¬ 
affirm faith in human rights. 

3. Ever since the Allies invaded 
Europe. Argentina had been adopt¬ 
ing a “defensive strategy of camou¬ 
flage" and that its “repeated avowals 

i of pro-democratic intentions” pro¬ 
ceed from this plan. 

4. The policies and actions of the 
recent regimes in Argentina were 
aimed at undermining the inter- 
American system.

Would Rccluitn Many Acres Of 
. Prairie Land 

TORONTO. — John R. MacNicol. 
Progressive Conservative member of 
parliament for Toronto Davenport, 
said on his return from a trip to 
western Canada that irrigation 
would enable 3,00,000 acres of prairie 
land to be reclaimed and lead to the 
establishment of 40,000 new farms.

By next summer Can¬ 
ada probably will know what her con¬ 
tribution will be to the international 
military force cf the United Nations j 
in troops, assistance and facilities, 
including rights of passage, for 
maintaining, world peace and security. 

While no proposition has yet been 
put to Canada, and none is likely toi 
be made for several months, it is 
assumed here that an air-landing 
brigade group of 10,000 men planned 
for the post-war army will bulk large 
in any calculation. 

The question is one for the military 
stafr committee of the United Na- 
tiens security council composed of the 
chiefs of staff —or their representa¬ 
tives- of Britain, the United States, 
Russia, France and China. It now* 
is meeting in London for the first 
time and it will recommend to the 
council what arangements should be 
reached with United Nations coun¬ 
tries regarding their contributions to 
the world peace. 

The agreements leached probably 
in two cr three months—will govern 
the numbers and types of forces, as 
well as the degree cf readiness and 
general location. 

It is assumed here that in the ini¬ 
tial stages at any rate the Canadian 
force will be stationed in the Do¬ 
minion, subject to any calls the secur¬ 
ity council might make en it in the 
event of international military action. 

In addition to any army force, 
Canada also probably will be asked 
to earmark some naval and air force 
units fer employment, if necessary, 
by the security council. The charter 
lays down that members shall hold 
immediately available national air 
force contingents for combined inter¬ 
national enforcement action. This 
would enable the United Naticns to 
take urgent military measures.

IS UNAVOIDABLE 


Shortage In Canada's Butter Stocks 
Made Ration Cut Necessary 

EDMONTON. Reduction of the 
butter ration from six to four ounces 
a person for March and April as 
announced at Ottawa is unavoidable, 
in the opinion cf R. C. Smellie, of 
Russell, Man., president of the na¬ 
tional dairy council of Canada. 

Of the butter situation, Mr. Smellie 
said that probably there are not more 
than 15,000,000 pounds in the Domin¬ 
ion now. Consumption before the 
May flow starts will be from 20,000,- 
000, to 25,000.000 pounds. 

Consequently it is apparent that 
butter reserves will be depleted be¬ 
fore May. As to reasons for the 
shortage of butter, Mr. Smellie said 
that while milk production had 
greatly increased since 1939, Canada 
had made large commitments, prin¬ 
cipally to Britain. 

Production of condensed milk in 
Canada had increased by 430 per 
cent, from 1939 to 1944. Whole milk 
and powdered milk output had in¬ 
creased 228 per cent., factory cheese 
45 per cent, and butter 11 * •• per cent.

CREDIT EXTENDED 


Committee Of Five To Work On 
Uiili/.alien Of Northern Sea Outlet 

SASKATOON. - Establishment cf 
a committee of live to work toward 
the maximum utilization of the Hud¬ 
son Bay route and equitable freight 
rates to and frem Churchill was up- 
proved at an interprovincial confer¬ 
ence here. 

A statement issued said the de¬ 
cision was unanimously agreed upon 
by the delegates representing the 
three prairie provinces and the Hud¬ 
son Bay route association board of 
directors. 

The meeting recognized that trade 
was essential to the growth and de¬ 
velopment of the western economy 
and that transportation was a vital 
factor in the expansion of such trade. 
It recalled the house of commons had 
“pledged” itself at the last session 
to see that every eff< rt was made to 
press vigorously for the development 
of the Hudson Bay route. 

The committee, which will be com¬ 
posed of one representative of each 
of the three prairie governments and 
two from tht* 11.B R A, will "study 
all relevant factors and confer with 
the federal government with the ob¬ 
ject of insuring the maximum use of 
the Hudson's Bay route and the facil¬ 
ities at Churchill” and to see “equit¬ 
able and comparable” freight and in¬ 
surance rates for Churchill are estab¬ 
lished.

OTTAWA.—Finance Minister Ilsley 
announced Canada has extended an¬ 
other $100,000,000 credit to the 
Netherlands for the purchase of 
Canadian goods and foodstuffs in 
addition to $25,000,000 loaned under 
an agreement signed last year. 

Mr. Ilsley announced the latest 
agreement was signed Feb. 5 by him¬ 
self on behalf of the Canadian gov- 
ment and by J. W. M. Snouck Hur- 
gronje, Netherlands minister to 
Canada, for the Netherlands g< vern- 
ment. 

The loan was the second announced 
in four days. Mr. Ilsley disclosed the 
signing of an agreement under which 
Canada will extend $60,000,000 credit 
to China for similar purchases. 

Mr. Ilsley said the amount loaned 
the Netherlands last year already 
has been used in the purchase of 
Canadian wheat and flour, trucks, 
frozen and canned beef, wcod pulp, 
agricultural machinery, fertilizers 
and industrial machinery. 

The second loan will be used to 
continue such purchases, as well as 
a variety of other products to assist 
in the Netherlands’ rehabilitation pro¬ 
gram. 

The new agreement consolidates 
the previous lean of $25,000,000 and 
the new loan of $100,000,000 into a 
single total and provides for the use 
of this money up to May 1, 1947. 


MUST BE PREPARED 


General Crerar Says Country Must 
Be Ready To Defend Itself 

SASKATOON. - General Crerar 
said at an honorary convocation at 
the University uf Saskatchewan that 
some day the use of force among 
countries of the world would be un¬ 
thinkable, but at present they must 
be ready to defend themselves at a 
moment’s notice. 

In a ceremony at which attend¬ 
ance was limited to veterans, me m- 
bers of the senate, board of governors 
and deans of colleges, the commander 
of the 1st Canadian army received 
the honorary degree of doctor of 
laws. 

He said in his address that Can¬ 
ada, after two bitter wars, might not 
get a third chance to emerge vic¬ 
torious if she neglected preparedness.
